WOMEN IN BUSINESS 
Women are not fixed in industry though they 
are fixtures of industry. As scientific research 
applied to industrial processes and commercial 
systems has progressed, so the employment op­ 
portunities of women which seem newest in kind 
are the result of investigations initiated for the 
purpose of finding new material for old products 
and of making new products out of old material. 
Not only do these forces seem like new forces 
of far reaching influence in turn, bring into ex­ 
istence new mechanical equipment — all affect­ 
ing directly or indirectly the employment oppor­ 
tunities of women. 
The rayon industry is an example. The discov­ 
ery of this substitute for silk gave employment 
to many American women and girls in cloth 
making factories. 
New inventions have been responsible for con­ 
spicuous shifting of the labor force in some in ­ 
dustries. When wood pulp was discovered to be 
commercially available for certain grades of pa­ 
per, men took the places of women in the basic 
processes. In contrast to this, while men used 
to be the watchmakers, now since the introduc­ 
tion. of the system of interchangeable parts, 
women in great numbers are employed to op­ 
erate the watchmaking machines and to assem­ 
ble watch parts. 
A glance back over the effects of research and 
invention upon women’s jobs in the commercial 
field reveals results that are parallel of the dra­ 
matic development of the past decade in the 
field of manufacture. It is little more than half 
a century since the invention of the telephone 
and less than a decade since radio really put 
people the world over within speaking distance 
of one another. With a single exception — the 
revolution occasioned by the typewriter — no 
changes in the methods of business world have 
opened so many employment opportunities to 
women as the commercial introduction of the 
telegraph and telephone. 
Radio broadcasting 
with its multifarious angles has also given em­ 
ployment to many women. 
The industrial and commercial picture of em­ 
ployment thus changes with each invention and 


each development of new methods and proced­ 
ure, but with this procession of development, the 
place of woman in the employment world is en­ 
hanced yearly as to opportunities. 
------------- o------------- 
DETERMINATION IS WHAT WINS 
Determination is probably the greatest factor 
in success. A man who started as an apprentice 
in a business at a very small salary, today is the 
head of a fifty millipn dollar concern. That man 
states that there is much room at the top in 
business today and that men already there feel 
lonesome. They have little company and wish 
for more to succeed to occupy the same plane 
with them. 
Here in our own community, and the same is 
true in every community, we look around us and 
see young people who have been content to take 
jobs, and who have failed to display the proper 
determination in trying to forge ahead at the 
work that they have chosen. 
The open road to failure, according to those 
who know, is the tendency to just “get by.” The 
young man who starts out to “get by” in his job 
is already cut out to be a second rater. Yet, in 
the offices and factories there are thousands of 
workers whose sole idea is to produce as little as 
possible, to watch the clock and to just “get by.” 
Many of them will hold the same job all of their 
life. Some will even falter at it and be replaced 
with someone who is better. 
It is strange to say, but these same persons are 
usually the ones who like to give advice to oth­ 
ers, sermonizing on the hopelessness of getting 
ahead and preaching a gospel of futility. Such 
cynics should be avoided by those who wish to 
rise, because ambition arrives best in an atm os­ 
phere of hard#work and cheerfulness. 
The time has never been better for a young 
man to forge ahead than today. Conditions are 
improving. The old order is changing. Many 
have fallen by the wayside and the world is wait­ 
ing for new leaders in the business world as well 
as in other activities of life. But is not a path 
that easy to trcd. More so than ever, hard work 
means everything. The person who aspires to 
success must work for it and dilligently apply 
every effort.
